DI SM SSAL ORDER

On February 15, 2000, SASNET, Inc. ("SASNET" or
"Applicant”), filed an application for a certificate of public
conveni ence and necessity ("certificate") requesting authority
to provide | ocal exchange tel ecommunicati ons services throughout
t he Commonweal th of Virginia. On March 6, 2000, SASNET filed an
Amended Application that nade the application conplete. On
April 17, 2000, the Comm ssion issued an Order for Notice and
Hearing requiring SASNET to publish public notice of its
application in newspapers having general circulation throughout
t he Conmonweal th of Virginia on or before May 1, 2000, and to
appear for a public hearing on June 7, 2000.

On May 8, 2000, SASNET filed a Motion to Reschedul e Public
Hearing due to Applicant's failure to publish notice of the

application due to admnistrative error. On May 23, 2000, the

Commi ssion issued its Anended Order for Notice and Hearing in
t he above-capti oned case.

On July 18, 2000, SASNET filed a Mdtion to Extend Tine
Period for Public Notice and/or Reschedul e Public Hearing
wherein Applicant revealed that it had again failed to publish
notice as directed, on or before June 19, 2000, due to
adm ni strative error

The Commi ssion finds that Applicant's failure to conply
wi th the published notice requirenents of both the Order For
Notice and Hearing and the Arended Order For Notice and Hearing
prevents this Comm ssion fromissuing a final order wthin one
hundred and eighty (180) days fromthe date of filing, as
required by Section 56-265.4:4 C 2 of the Code of Virginia.

Accordingly, this matter is dismssed without prejudice to
Applicant to refile when it is able to assure this Comm ssion of
its ability and willingness to conply with its statutory
obligation to provide notice of its application.

| T 1 S THEREFORE ORDERED THAT:

(1) The application filed by SASNET herein is hereby
di sm ssed wi thout prejudice.

(2) There being nothing further to cone before the
Comm ssion, this matter is dismssed fromthe docket, and the
record devel oped herein shall be placed in the file for ended

causes.
